MARIN VS. SANTA ROSA 
Big Game Fever

Just before kickoff at 8 p.m. on the Kent­ 
field gridiron tonight the student bodies of 
College of Marin and Santa Rosa Junior Col­ 
lege will formally exchange the hostages they 
have captured in a week-long series of inter­ 
campus raids. 
The “abductions” topped off a growing num­ 
ber of incidents on both campuses including 
broken noses, black eyes., trampled flower beds, 
broken fences, racing autos and forcible hair­ 
cuts as big game spirit hit a feverish pitch. 
In all the hubba-hubbub that traditionally 
surrounds the teams' gridiron rivalry, at least 
six and probably more students were held cap­ 
tives by opposition schools. 
Marin students Joe Smith and Charles Walk­ 
er, reportedly hairless, spent yesterday after­ 
noon at hard labor on the Santa Rosa campus, 
preparing by Bear Cubs, direction the Big 
Game bonfire that illuminated Santa Rosa 
skies last night. 
“We may have more Marin students up here,” 
Santa Rosa graduate manager Jack Cooper 
said today. “There are a lot of shaven heads 
around campus but maybe some of those were 


done on our students by Marin boys.” 
Meanwhile, Cooper reported none of the 
four girls who were whisked to Kentfield 
Wednesday night had yet shown up on the 
northern campus. The captive coeds are Ar­ 
lene Harris, Carol Kellv, Ann Lorenzo and 
Pat Sasser. Their abductors were reported to 
be Lenny Stevens and Tom Montali of the 
Tars. 
Mrs. Ethel Cobb Souza, dean of women at 
Marin, said she saw some Santa Rosa coeds 
on the campus last night, but couldn’t identify 
which ones they were. 
Cooper reported that rumor in Santa Rosa 
had it that six coeds were abducted from Santa 
Rosa Wednesday night but were recaptured 
by brawling Bear Cubs the same evening. “I 
just assume this is true, because there’s at least 
one broken nose and several black eyes on the 
Santa Rosa boys to support it.” 
Meanwhile at Marin, several students were 
halted by police and deputies when they raced 
through Larkspur and along Francisco boule­ 
vard, San Rafael, last night.

NEW YORK (JP)—The stork was winning in a landslide 
today over the General Electric Co. 
The company thought it would be nice to give five shares 
of stock to any baby born to a GE employee yesterday on the 
firm’s 75th anniversary. 
A bachelof who cooked up the idea figured there would 
be a dozen or so lucky children, but by today company ac­ 
countants had tallied 122—with more to be reported. 
That means the company must fork out more than $47,000 
in stock. 
“And the West Coast hasn’t been heard from yet,” said a 
company spokesman, a bit desperately. 
General Electric stock closed yesterday at 7874. 
The company spokesman said the stock award plan was 
announced almost exactly nine months ago—on Jan. 14—and 
said this might have had some bearing on the upswing in 
births in mid-October. 
At 78"*, each babe enters life with shares worth $394.48.

May Seek 
Brown's Post 
SACRAMENTO OP)—Sen. Edwin 
J. Regan (D-WeaverviUe) “If Pat 
Brown runs for governor I’ll run 
for attorney general.” 
The attorney general, a Demo­ 
crat, said in Washington this week 
that he might ran—which would 
pit him against Governor Knight, 
the Republican incumbent. 
Regan told a newsman he does 
not know what Brown is going to 
do but hopes to find out this week­ 
end. If Brown and Regan both run 
it would find two North state 
Democrats running for top offi­ 
ces despite the h^avy population 
in Southern California. 
Regan was elected to the Senate 
in 1948. Previously he was dis­ 
trict attorney of Trinity County 
for 14 years. He was bom and 
raised in San Francisco, was grad­ 
uated from St. Mary’s and got his 
law degree from the University of 
California.

Novato estate of the late Super­ 
visor Robert Trumbull including 
the old “Home Place,” an historic 
two-story, 18-room wooden man­ 
sion and 25 acres surrounding, 
has been sold. 
Announcement of the sale was 
made by Robert Trumbull Jr., son 
of the late supervisor, of Kentfield. 
The property was sold for an un­ 
disclosed sum to Novato subdivis­ 
ion developer John Novak. Novak 
did not reveal iuture plans for the 
property. 
The site had been discussed as 
possible location for a new No­ 
vato school. There has been per­ 
sistent but unofficial discussion of 
a move to get the old 
“Home 
Place” set aside as ail historical 
museum, and there are reports in 
Novato that Novak will be con­ 
tacted concerning the matter. 
100 YEARS OLD 
The house dates back to a cen­ 
tury ago when a Captain Bezar 
Simmon, master of a whaling ship, 
built part of the present house as 
an adjunct to an adobe which once 
belonged to Don Fernando Felix, 
land grant holder under Spanish 
rule. 
The kitchen area of the house is 
more than 100 years old, and part 
of the adobe wall, believed to have 
been 
constructed 
in 1847, still 
stands behind the house. 
The late supervisor moved to 
Novato in 1900 when the land be­ 
longed to the Noyato Land Com­ 
pany and did a thriving business 
in fruit, wine vinegar and other 
products on 1,100 acres. 


Trumbull and his wife, Edith, 
bought the home in 1918. The 
house sits on a slight knoll near 
Wilson avenue and Novato boule­ 
vard. The younger Trumbull said 
it is filled with beautiful antique 
furniture and bric-abrac, some of 
which will be divided among mem­ 
bers of the family. Some will be 
sold, he said. He and his sister, 
Mrs. Wilbur Kimball, were born 
and brought up in the house, 
house boasted the biggest orchard 
Hie land surrounding the old 
in the world in its day. The elder 
Trumbull was one of the first di­ 
rectors of thg Golden Gate Bridge 
district and served a number of 
years as supervisor from the fifth 
district. 
Besides 
Jersey 
cattle, 
pears, 
peaches and apricots were among 
early crops harvested on the prop­ 
erty. 
There was also a cheese 
factory and a large dairy.

SAN' QUENTIN <;p>-A strange, 
itinerant farm laborer who killed 
nine men in hobo jungles for 
small change, died in San Quentin 
prison’s gas chamber today. 
He was Lloyd Gomez, 29, con­ 
victed in Sacramento for the kill­ 
ing of Warren H. Cunningham in 
a camp on the American River in 
1950. 
In all the slayings Gomez fig­ 
ured he got $62.26. 
This man who lived so violently 
went quietly to his death after 
telling a guard “I don’t want to 
llvt any mar«."

SACRAMENTO UP)—Dr. Roy E. 
Simpson, state superintendent of 
public instruction, said yesterday 
he w ill be a candidate for Tee lec­ 
tion next year. 
The 60-year-old official did not 
say when he would make the for­ 
mal announcement of his candi­ 
dacy for the non-partisan $15,000 
a year office. It was presumed by 
one of Simpson's aides that it 
would be made next week in San 
Jose where the superintendent is 
to address a conference of school 
trustees. 
Simpson was appointed to the 
post by former Gov. Warren in 
1945. He defeated Dewey Anderson 
in 1946 and Bernadette Doyle, one­ 
time Communist party organizer, 
in 1950. 
After his last victory, a San 
Diego paper quoted Gov. Knight, 
then lieutenant governor, as call­ 
ing for Simpson’s defeat. The pa­ 
per said Knight had written in a 
letter that Simpson “publicly op­ 
posed a loyalty oath for teachers 
and permitted un-American books 
to be used in our schools.” 
Simpson answered that he sup­ 
ported three separate loyalty oaths 
signed by California school teach­ 
ers and has always “ advocated 
thé use of textbooks that teach 
the principles of a free America.”

Court Rules 
Against Newspapers 


One of the first findings of this session of 
the U. S. Supreme Court, was a declination 
to rule on the validity of a Corona, Calif., 
ordinance which requires newspapers to ob­ 
tain a license and pay a tax before conduct­ 


ing business. 
At least two justices, Black and Douglas, 
called the levy “a flat tax imposed on the 
exercise of a privilege” protected by the Bill 
of Rights. They declared the court should 
rule on the appeal, but they apparently were 
outvoted. Chief Justice Earl Warren did not 
participate in the decision it having been 
argued prior to his appointment to the 


court. 
Commenting editorially, the Los Angeles 


Tim es declared: 
“By declining to hear an appeal by the

When you do you help your son’s Cub 
Pack, your daughter’s Blue Birds, you’ve 
helped a homeless kid find a home, a needy 
family to get the aid needed to tide them 
over. You’ve helped to find a cure for a 
crippling disease and more than anything 


else—you’ve helped to do your share. 


Corona Independent from a state court rul­ 


ing that it must take out a business license 


under a city ordinance, the Supreme Court 
in effect votes in favor of the state court 
ruling and apparently contravenes its own 
numerous decisions on freedom of the press. 


“One can only guess at the court’s rea­ 
sons, but probably the majority took the 
view of the state court, that the business li­ 
cense was really a tax and not a license. In 
fact, the ruling is understandable on no 


other ground. 


“Since freedom to speak and to publish is 
guaranteed both by federal and state Con­ 
stitutions, no one can grant or withhold a 
license to put out a newspaper. If there were 
discretion in the Corona city authorities to 
refuse a license, the ordinance could not 
hold so far as newspaper publishing was con­ 


cerned.” 


In such a stand, we agree. 


Churchill 'Simple Form 


Of Statement' Caused 
WideMisunderstandina 


“I like,” said Churchill at the 
Conservative. Party 
conference 
on Saturday, “the simplest forms 
of statement.” 
As things have developed since 
his great speech on May 11, it 
may be that 
his 
statements 
about a meeting of the heads of 
governments are now too simple 
to convey what he really has in 
mind. 
There is, at any rate, a con­ 
siderable public misunderstand­ 
ing, not alone in the United 
States but also in Great Britain 
and on the continent. In his 
speech on Saturday the Prime 
Minister took notice of that mis­ 
understanding though he did not 
deal with it at any length. 


T H E MISUNDERSTANDING 
turns, I believe, on the general 
notion that he thinks the heads 
of the four governments could 
meet personally and settle the 
cold war. 
The proposed meeting would, 
according to this misleading pic­ 
ture of it, be another in the 
series of high level meetings of 
World War II. To this picture 
some have reacted with passion­ 
ately wishful thinking: if only 
the four heads of government 
would sit around the same table, 
they would emerge with a set­ 
tlement that ends the nightmare 
of another world war. 


OTHERS HAVE reacted to the 
picture 
with 
passionate 
fear. 
They have imagined the presi­ 
dent sitting down at that table 
and the doors of the room being 
closed. They have shuddered at 
the thought that he would not 
be able to get out of that room 
again until he had given away 
too much or, if he had not given 
away at all, had made himself 
the scapegoat for the failure to 
settle the cold war. 
In this nightmare it is sup­ 
posed that if there was any 
agreement, President Eisenhow­ 
er would be tagged as an ap- 
peaser by Congress and if there 
was no agreement, he would be 
tagged as a warmonger in Eu­ 
rope and Asia. 


THESE ARE 
STRONG 
and 
contradictory reactions to what 
is, to what must necessarily be, 
a quite false picture of the kind 
of meeting that could be held 
today. It U impossible to hold 
now a meeting like the high level 
war-time meetings because the 
heads of governments today no 


longer have anything like the 
power to make global decisions 
which the war-time leaders had 
—or thought they had—between 
1943 and 1945. 
Churchill himself may still be 
able to speak with 
authority, 
with confidence that he will be 
supported, for Britain and the 
Commonwealth. 


CAN MALENKOV speak for 
the Communist World as Stalin 
did 10 years ago? Almost cer­ 
tainly not, since there are now 
two Communist great powers. 
Manifestly, there is no French­ 
man today who has the neces­ 
sary authority. 


As for the president, there is 
an over-riding fact which has 
nothing to do with parties or 
personalities. The presidency is 
a radically different office in 
war-time than it is In peace­ 
time. Moreover, the presidency 
is now, as always immediately 
after a war, abnormally weak in 
relation to Congress. 


PRESIDENT 
EISENHOWER 
does not have the political pow­ 
er to negotiate personally on the 
greatest Issues. The American 
power to negotiate is, at the 
present time, divided and dis­ 
persed not only between th# 
executive and the Congress, but 
among the factions of the Re­ 
publican Party in Congress. This 
weakness, rather than any will 
to be rigid and irreconcilable, is 
the underlying reason why the 
administration has been avoid­ 
ing a commitment to a high 
level meeting. 


IF WE LOOK closely at Chur­ 
chill’s Margate speech, it is clear 
enough that what he is seeking 
is 
serious 
diplomatic 
contact 
with the Soviet government. He 
wants “friendly, informal, per­ 
sonal talks between the leading 
figures.” 
Why? 
Because 
“the 
leading men of the various na­ 
tions ought to be able to meet 
together without trying to cut 
attitudes before excitable pub­ 
lics or using regiments of ex­ 
perts to marshal all the diffi­ 
culties and objections.” 


If I read this correctly, what 
he wants is to find a way around 
the post-war public 
collective 
diplomacy — which, as we have 
seen for example in the U.N. 
treatment of the Korean con­ 
ference, bedevils every question 
that is put to it.

By MORRIE LANDSBERG 
SACRAMENTO UP) — What 
does California's new governor 
stand for? 
Republican Goodwin J. Knight 
gave his view's in a statewide 
broadcast after his first week 
in office. 
He’s for rigid 
governmental 
economy — but not pinchpenny 
economy. 
He’d rather not be called either 
a conservative or a liberal — 
“shopworn terms,” in his books. 


HE WANTS TO be known as 
a man who works in the interest 
of all the people. 
He feels 
that 
the 
greatest 
progress can be made in gov­ 
ernment “if we have the feeling 
of mutual understanding and 
trust between the executive and 
legislative branches.” 
He plans to continue the prac­ 
tice of his 
predecessor, 
Chief 
Justice Earl Warren, to screen 
judicial 
appointment! 
through 
the State Bar. 
He believes 
California 
must 
build new highways and free­ 
ways “just as fast as we possi­ 
bly can;” that water resources 
must be 
developed 
and 
that 
something must be done to con­ 
trol air pollution (smog). 


HE PLANS TO hold regular 
press conferences on the theory 
that they are instruments of de­ 
mocracy and “The people are 
entitled to know what their pub­ 
lic servants are doing.” 
Knight's 
radio 
interviewer 
asked whether it would be prop­ 
er to classify him as a conserva­ 
tive or whether he would like to 
be known as a liberal. 
The new governor, generally 
considered 
more 
conservative 
than Warren, replied: 
“The terms ‘liberal’ and ’con­ 
servative* are terms that have 
become so shopworn as to have 
no very accurate meaning. 
“A public official can 
be 
a 
liberal’ in the eyes of one group 
of people, and be regarded as a 
'conservative* in the definition of 
another group. 
“I want only to become known 
as a man who is striving every 
hour of every day to work in the 
interest of the people of Califor­ 


nia — not Just this group or 
that group but all of the people 
of our state.” 


KNIGHT SAID IT is possible 
to have a realistic, warmhearted 
approach to all problems “without 
following the lead of those who 
would turn our steps to social­ 
ism.” He said, too: 
“As governor, I shall insist on 
rigid economy in state govern­ 
ment. I am convinced the people 
. . . do not want their money 
used for irresponsible ‘giveaway’ 
programs . . . the economy we 
practice must not, howrever, be 
shortsighted 
or 
‘pinchpenny* 
economy.” 


THE NEEDS OF California’s 
ever increasing population, he 
said, require the constant ex­ 
pansion of the state’s facilities, 
and that is why: 
“We cannot tolerate any hard­ 
ening of our economic arteries. 
“We cannot go 
along 
with 
those who would repudiate all 
progress and turn their faces to 
the past. 
“We must look forward to the 
day—not very many years away 
—when California will be the 
largest state of the union.”

New Plan 
For State 
Water Unit 


By HENRY C. MacARTHUR 
SACRAMENTO 
(CN8) 
— A 
new plan for creation of a state 
Department of Water 
will 
be 
available to the public in about 
a month, it was learned from 
Assemblyman Francis Lindsay of 
Placer county. 
Lindsay, chairman of the as­ 
sembly committee on conserva­ 
tion and planning, believes that 
water is the Number 1 problem 
of the state and that no stone 
should be left unturned to take 
steps which will assure co-or­ 
dinated 
development 
of 
the 
water resources in California. 


AT THE LAST session of the 
legislature, an attempt was made 
to combine all of the various 
state 
agencies 
which 
handle 
water problems. The 
attempt 
failed when it became known 
that former Governor Earl War­ 
ren was opposed to the format 
of the bill. 
At a recent session of the Cali­ 
fornia Supervisors Association, 
held at Lake Tahoe, Lindsay had 
some pointed things to say con­ 
cerning legislation or the lack of 
It, on water development. 


HE 
DECLARED THE state 
had done practically nothing to 
assure development of water re­ 
sources. What development has 
been accomplished, it was point­ 
ed out, has been through the ef­ 
forts of the federal government 
In the construction of the Cen­ 
tral Valleys project, which is not 
completed by any means. 
There are about a half a dozen 
Independent state agencies which 
have to do with water adminis­ 
tration. The division of water re­ 
sources in department of public 
works, 
the 
state 
reclamation 
board, the Colorado River Com­ 
mission, department of natural 
resources, Water Project Au­ 
thority are some of these. 


THESE AGENCIES are more 
or less independent, and conse­ 
quently, there is no co-ordinated 
effort toward water conserva­ 
tion. Further, there has been, 
according to Lindsay, a study 
under way for several years to 
evaluate 
the 
water 
resources 
available 
to 
California. 
This 
never has been completed, and 
with the available money, there 
is no indication that the survey 
will be completed in the near 
future. 
Lindsay’s committee has dis­ 
cussed the problem from all 
angles, and will draw up a bill 
within a short time. A pre-print 
will be secured, and the measure 
sent to all interested parties in 
California, for ideas and sug­ 
gestion on improvement. 


THIS WILL GIVE the various 
factions an opportunity to criti­ 
cize the measure before it ever 
gets to the legislature, a proce­ 
dure which Lindsay hopes will 
avert major 
controversy 
over 
provisions of the bill. 
The bill itself, he says, is not 
as yet ready, but generally, it 
will provide for a water depart­ 
ment to co-ordinate all the ac­ 
tivities pertaining to water con­ 
servation and 
development 
in 
this state. 
The biggest 
water 
problem 
under discussion at the present 
time isn’t a matter of conserva­ 
tion. It is whether or not the 
state should take over the Cen­ 
tral Valley» project, and operate 
the project itself, instead of the 
federal government. The legisla­

SAN QUENTIN (A5)—Convicted 
killers Jack Santo and Emmett 
Perkins went back into the Sierra 
country today where they are 
charged with one murder and 
have been implicated in possibly 
four others in the last two years. 
San Quentin Prison authorities 
released the pair this morning to 
Nevada County Sheriff W a y n e 
Brown. They were taken to Ne­ 
vada City under heavy guard to 
face a charge of slaying gold mine 
operator Edmund Hansen in a 
robbery attempt, Dec. 29, 1951. 
A detail from the State Depart­ 
ment of Criminal Identification 
and a county-by-county relay of 
California Highway Patrol cars 
were assigned to escort them. 


Santo and Perkins were trans­ 
ferred to San Quentin’s Death 
Row earlier this week after being 
convicted in Los Angeles of the 
murder of wealthy Burbank widow.

The Straight Kentucky Bourbon 
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Gate Bridge Workers Busy 
Thwarting Attempted Suicides 


Golden Gate bridge employees 
spent a busy 24 hours this week 
grabbing persons from the rails 
of the bridge, apparently bent on 
suicide. 
Latest attempt occurred at 2:15 
a.m. yesterday when Ernest Bol­ 
ton, a 43-year-old unemployed San 
Francisco elevator operator, was 
plucked from the top of the rail 
after a passing motorist spotted 
him starting to climb onto the rail 
near mid-span. 
James C. Lawson, an employee 
of Radio Corp. of America who 
lives at Bermuda Palms motel, 
said he saw the man start to climb 
over the rail, then apparently 
change his mind when he saw 
Lawson’s car. Lawson called the 
toll plaza from the north end of 
the bridge reporting the incident. 
A few minutes later bridge em­ 
ployees raced to the middle of the 
bridge and grabbed Bolton from 
the top of the rail as he was ap­ 
parently about to Jump. 
He was turned over to San 
Francisco police 
who 
reported 
Bolton said he had been unem­ 
ployed since January and was des­ 
pondent because he had gotten 
behind In his rent and other ex­ 
penses. 
During the previous evening, a 
31-year-old vegetable market clerk 
of San Francisco was clutched in 


friend had “given him the brush- 
off” earlier. A passing motorist 
saw Stamatis jump over the rail 
and reported the fact to bridge 
employees George Pimlott and 
Harry Wolford, according to the 
California Highway Patrol. 
Pimlott and Wolford went to the 
scene and picked him out in their 
flashlight beams on a beam below 
the railing. 
“Before you go over,” Wolford 
said, “let’s shake hands goodbye.” 
Stamatis obliged and suddenly 
found his wrists in the grasp of 
both Wolford and Pimlott who 
hauled him back onto the side­ 
walk.

Wednesday by Herman Schaffer,

However, before Judge Thomas 
Keating could take his place in the 
courtroom, a hurry-up conference 
was held between attorneys for 
the ex-convicts and District At­ 
torney William O. Weissich. 


BACK TO PRISON 
When it was over, Hall was re­ 
turned to his cell at the county 
jail and Hodge was taken back 
to San Quentin. 
Weissich, obviously upset, re­ 
fused comment on the turn of 
events. He mentioned that Hall will 
plead soon to the murder charge 
in superior court and the judge 
will be asked to conslidate the 
Hall and Hodge trials. 
“A conservative estimate of the 
cost of the trials would be about 
$20,000,” the district attorney said. 


ATTORNEY SILENT 
Hall’s attorney, Wallace Myers, 
was also reluctant to remark on 
th e‘lack of activity yesterday. He 
explained he had been appointed 


to represent Hall only in municipal 
court and didn’t know if the ap­ 
pointment applied for superior 
court actions. 
Myers said he was not aware of 
any deal presented to the ex­ 
convict in exchange for a plea of 
guilty to the murder charge. 
He added that Hall is convinced 
he is not guilty of first-degree 
murder and that he (Hall) was 
held under duress. Explaining the 
latter belief, Myers quoted Hall 
as saying he asked to see an at­ 
torney while jailed in Medford, 
Ore., and in the Marin county 
jail. 
Both places “he was told he was 
a parole violator and could not 
see an attorney,” Myers said. 
WEISSICH DENIAL 
The charge was denied by Weis 
sich who said he saw Hall im­ 
mediately upon his return to Ma­ 
rin and “he never asked to see 
an attorney.” 
The district attorney recalled 
how Hall had testified to his part 
in the killing during a preliminary 
hearing on the murder charge 
against Hodge. 
He added that testimony can be 
used against the ex-convict in a 
jury trial in superior court. 


Rain Didn't Hurt 
Grand Avenue 


This week’s slight rainfall did 
not harm the Grand avenue pave­ 
ment which Is due to be com­ 
pleted within the next two weeks, 
according to San Rafael City 
Manager Ray Boege.

The discussion went on and on 
and nobody ever gave in. I didn’t 
even put in nomination my candi­ 
date—a 
woman 
named 
Willie 
Snow Ethridge who certainly isn’t 
as well-known as Beatrice Lillie 
or Bob Hope. But I laugh harder 
at her than I do at either of them. 
Willie started her public career 
as a humorist, with a series of 
‘books about her family. She poked 
affectionate fun at her husband, 
a Louisville publisher, and also 
at her children. Nor did she spare 
herself. And when she began writ­ 
ing about trailing her husband to 
odd corners of the world where 
he had government missions, she 
became more than ever the butt 
of her own jokes. 
And that, a wise and cultivated 
man told me once, is the basis of 
all humor: to make others laugh, 
you must first of all be able to 
laugh at yourself. 
The late Albert Spalding, the 
violinist who made this point, had 
been sitting by while Herb Shriner, 
the Indiana humorist, and I talked 
about his work. Herb had explained 
that he takes incidents based on 
the small-town life he knows so 
well and heightens the effect a 
little to make city audiences guf­ 
faw. Usually the joke is on Herb, 
or at least his brother, his cousin 
or his next-door neighbor which 
is practically the same thing. 
That was when Albert Spalding 
astutely summed it all up. 
I hate to voice this, but mightn’t

Bob 
was agreeable and he conscienti­ 
ously made jokes about every topic 
I brought up, but th at wasn’t what 
I wanted. It wasn’t until I repeat­ 
ed to him an old joke of his own 
th at I broke him down. 


I said: “Do you remember in 
your vaudeville days when your 
partner asked you 'Why is a little 
pig’s tail like getting up at four 
o’clock in the morning. 
And you 
answered, ‘Twirly.’ 
(Too early.) 


Bob looked at me for a moment 
in 
stunned 
silence 
and 
then 
whooped with laughter. 
“Did I ever tell a joke as bad 
as that?” he marveled when he 
could stop chortling. 
After that, we got on fine. You 
see, he’d laughed at himself.

Cook School Parents 
Hear Kenneth Forry 


“When a youngster leaves the ] 
eighth grade, he doesn’t gradu­ 
ate from anything,” said Kenneth 
Forry, superintendent of the Con­ 
federated School District, at the 
Istabel Cook PTA meeting recent­ 
ly. “The youngster merely goes to 
another building to continue his 
studies.” 


Forry explained that the pur­ 
pose of 
the 
semi-departmental 
system now in effect for the sixth, 
seventh and eighth grade students 
at Isabel Cook School, is to allow 
the children to become familiar 
with a variety of subjects and 
teachers 
before 
entering 
high 
school, giving the children a broad­ 
er background and ultimately aid­ 
ing them to develop individual 
competence. This is one of the 
principals, Mr. Forry feels, which 
comprise the guide lines of educa­ 
tion. 


In addition to the development 
of the individual in terms of his 
own potential, Forry believes these 
principles also must be kept In 
mind if America is to do more 
than educate to mediocrity: the 
development of high ideals predi­ 
cated on the democratic way of 
life, and helping the child to un­ 
derstand the world in which he 
lives through the study of the his­ 
tory of that world. 
He explained that the program 
for teachers institute, which is to 
occur in November, will include 
a plan for continuity in the sci­ 
ence programs of all grades from 
kindergarten through the eighth 
grade.
